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POLITICAL ^VEATllER PREDICTION 
. What this world needs today. It aeems to 
us, Ls more people like Dr. Charles G. Abbot— 
or at least more people with Mr, Abbot's con- 
fident spirit. 

Dr. Abbot la a 7a-year oW astrophysicist 
■who lor many years has been observing the 
sun's variations of temperature and the 
earth's vorlatlons ot weather, and noting what 
he claims Is a cauae-nnd-eWect relationship 
between the two. As a result, he says that 
weather can be lorecnst far In advance, and 
that wo can he a lot safer, richer, and h&pplor 
by taking that Into account.. 

For example, he predicts severe droughts 
Jn the northwcHt United States In 1975 and 
2O20. He says we'll have some funny weather 
this year {as If we hadn't already) , and he 
sees no reason why people shouldn't pick a 
sunny day for weddings or picnics months 
In advance, 

"I am a bold man to try to change the 
fashion In thinking about the weather," Dr. 
Ahbot admits. "But some day my theories will 
be accepted, and then farmers won't have 
tbclr crops mined and people wlU enjoy 
lUe more." 

A group or the world's citizens will be 
meeting shortly In San Francisco In an en- 
deavor to match In the world ol politics 
what Dr. Abbot has attempted In the world of 
nature. It will not be their purpose to deny 
the capricious clImatoloBy of Individual and 
national emotions, but to try to foresee their 
changes and, by wise preparation, render 
them harmless. 

Through most of history men have de- 
plored the evUa of war without denying war's 
InevJtablllty. Twenty-five years ago most of 
the world's nations banded together and. like 
King Canute, forbade the tide of war to ad- 
vance. Yet as they did so they sat like Can- 
ute end stored in Impotent fascination as the 
rising waters lapped about their feet. 

Perhaps when the nations meet again 
they might be wise to adopt Dr. Abbot's atti- 
tude, rather than King Canute's. The world 
does not expect the nations' delegates to deny 
that storms will ever rise again In the breasts 
of peoples and of governments. It does expect 
them to evolve a way of foreseeing thorn in 
time to prevent another tempest such as that 
which spreads death and destruction through- 
out the world today. 

The men and women of the San Francisco 
conference will have to match Dr. Abbot's 
boldness in trying to change the fashion In 
thinking about war. But If they con match 
Dr. Abbot's promise for the future of their 
theories, they will have done well Indeed. 

Mankind would certainly welcome a po- 
litical climate In which "farmers won't have 
their crops ruined and people will enjoy 1116 
more." 



UNCONDmONAL SURRENDER 

"Pure eyewash" was the way Rohert Mur- 
phy, poUtlcttl adviser on German affairs at 
Oeneral Elsenhower's headquarters, described 
criticism of the allies' unconditional surren- 
der policy. And tho enemy's attitude seems 
to Justify Mr. Murphy's brief description. 

As long OS the nozls rule Germany any 
compromise surrender would leave the core ot 
nazlsm Intact. The poison would still be 
there, and with It tho seeds of another war. 
Even in the event of a revolutionary over- 
throw of Hitler, the same policy would cer- 
tainly be necessary. And If such a revolution 
were genuine. It probably would not be diffi- 
cult of fulfillment. 

Hitler and his circle have little hope and 
probably little desire for a comptotnlse sur- 
render. Their vain but persistent hope Is for 
a breakdown ot the alliance between the 
United States, Britain and Russia. In that, 
and not In conditional terms, would be their 
best hope of survival. 

As 'Mr. Murphy pointed out, the Germans 
"are now witnessing the thing they under- 
stand best— superior force of arms." AnyUilng 
less than the full harvest of the whirlwind 
they have sown might leave them uncon- 
vinced, and a remaining danger to world 
peace.

POIITICS— While Craig aerved u deputy admin- 
istrator ol REA, there was some dlsputfl as to whether 
copper or aluminum was the better material lor trana- 
mlaslon lines. Under his manngcment, contrscl sped- 
lleatJoia were reframed, and the copper lltms always 
lut. Indeed, a lion's share ol the contract awards 
to tho Coppciweld company, 
a controversy involving Slnttery nnd tho deputy 
administrator, who octually directed REA, Craig was 
permitted to resign. He Immediately Joined tho 
Copperweld company at a fot salary. He bobbed up 
ogaia when It was rumored that Aubrey WlUlama 
would be named as heod ol REA In place ot Blatlery. 

Ex-Riprcaenlatlve Colllna ol MlsaUslppl. who had 
done many favors lor Williams when the latter ran 
the national youtli admin Is tmtlon, Invited Aubrey 
to lunch at a downtown hol«l. To WUliama" surprlso, 
ho found that ho was to dine, with Ellis, Craig and n 
Mr. Gray, a lobbyist for the Copperweld company, as 
ell as with his host. 

First, they notified Aubrey that they had Inside 
Inlormation to tho clfect tlmt ho would be named 
as REA chlcl.
